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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant states that Wisor does not teach 
or suggest a "unique identifier" as in the claimed invention, as two bitmap entries would not be unique "since both conditional branches 
would have the same bit set to a logic one to indicate it is a conditional brach that is 'taken*... the tag would be the same... and both 
branches may have the same miscellaneous information associated therewith..." (page 6 of the remarks). However, the Examiner 
contends that even in this situation, the bitmap entries are still unique, as each bitmap entry is an entry into the BTHB (branch trace 
history buffer) and, as two entries can exist at any one time, the entries are unique as the entries do not overlap or replace one another; 
they have separate addresses in memory and in the BTHB.
